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‘A further Continuation of the Pope's Monitory (or 
Declaration ) of Excommunication againft the Duke 
of Savoy's Minifters, Officers and others concern’d 
in making and publifbing certain Edits, €c, to the 
Prejudice of the pretended Liberties of the Church 
and the Authority claim d by the Apoftolical See. 

HEN Endeavours were us’d to procure juft 
Reparation, by the then Bifhop of Nice, pur- 
fuant to a Decree of the foremention’d Congrega- 
tion of Cardinals, a new Violence was offer’d =: 

For, our venerable Brother the Archbifhop of Am- 

brun, as Metropolitan, abruptly, and without obfer- 

ving any judicial Form, affuming an Authority (no 
way belonging cohim) to take Cognizance of the 

Rights of the holy See, and of the Actions of its 

- Nuncio, who is beyond all Difpute his Superiour ; 

and, what is more intolerable, exalting himfelf a- 

bove him, be did upon the Petition of the forefaid 

Albanelli, though the fame had been rejected, and 

referr’d to thofe ro whom it belong’d to confider it, 

by the then Bifhop of Glandeves his Ordinary, to 
whom he at fi ft made Application,rathly declare that 
the Right ihe Apoftolical Chamber claims to the 

Goods which Parith-Pricfts die poffefs’d of never 

was admitied as a Cuftom in che Diocefs of Glan- 

deves, and therefore forbad the faid Albanelli and 
ail o-her Ecclefiafticks Su’ jects to bis Metropolitical 

Jurifdiction, ever to acknowkdge dire@tly or indi- 

reCtly that Right ; befiies, he pronounc’d the Sen- 

tence of Excommunication given againft the faid 

Albanclli by the Tribunal of the Nunciature to be 

nuil,yet for the greater Caution abfolving him from ir, 

and afferred that it was lawful and had always 
been the Cuftom in the faid Province, to appeal to 
the Senate on QOccafious of the forefaid Claim. 

The Nuuscio then refiding at Turin, and the Vice- 

L: gate of Avignon demanded, that this Ordinance, 

as being notorioufly null by reafon of the faid Arch- 

bifhop’s Defect of Jurifdi@ion in the Matter in que- 

ftion, ard no lefs oppofite to the Ecclefiaftical Im- 

munity than mavifeftly injurious to the Rights of 

this holy See, fhould be cafs’d, revok’d, and annull’d; 
as both of them did on their Part cafs, revoke, 
and annull ir with all its Confequences : But when 
the {sid Vice-Legate commanded that the Decla- 
ration iffu’d by him thereupon fhould be affix'd to 
the Church-Doors of Rocaftro, the Meffenger {ent 
by him co that purpole was thrown into Prifon, and 
de:ain’d there for feveral Months, till he broke out 
and c{cap’d: In like manner the forefaid Bithop of 

Nice could not put in Execution the Commands of 

the faid Congregation of Cardinals to proceed, as 

by Right, againft the Senate, being unable to find 
any Officers or Officials who durft venture to obey 
his Diee@tions ; as he himfelf writ back to the faid 

Congregation. 

Nor was a lefs rath Attempt made by the 
fame Senate of Nice, on Occafion of their fer- 
ting up a Pretence that the People of the Dio- 


ce(s. of Vintimilia, being fubject to the temporal 


JurifdiGion of the County of Nice, were by 
their afferted Privileges exempted from deing 
dragg’d out of the temporal Dominivun of the 
faid County, to plead to Canfes in the firft ln- 
ftance before the Bithop. To fupport this Pre- 
tention, the faid Senate, unmit.dful that ‘tis not 
lawful for the Lay Power to intrude into the Cog- 
nizance of Spiritual Caufes, and much lefs to tye up 
the Hands of the ecclefiaftical Judgein she Exer- 
cife of bis own Jurifdiction , inftead of having 
Recourfe (as was ufual ) to the forefaid Apo- 
ftolical See, to which alone it belongs to de- 
clare the Extent of the faid afferted Privileges, 
by a publick Edi& fer forth the 26th of No- 
vember 1697 forbad all the faid Subjects to ap- 
pear before the Tribunal of the Bithop of Vin- 
timilia in any Caufe, on the Penalty of forfeiting 
their Prince’s Favour; and warn’d the faid Bi- 
fhop, within the term of 20 Days to depute, on 
the Part of his Diocefs fuoje& in Temporals, to 
the Jurifdidion of the County of Nice, a Vicar 
empower'd to decide all Caufes, either of Dif- 
pute or Grace, on the Penalty of feizure of his 
Epifcopal Revenues; of the Enjoyment whereof 
the faid Bithop, for not making the Deputation 
demanded, was by Abuafe of Lay Power violent- 
ly depriv’d. Moreover, in the faid Year 1697 the 
fame Senate of Nice commanded the epifcopal Vi- 
car of: Sofpello, to take Cognizance of all Canfes, 
and refer fuch as he himfelf wanted Authority to 
adjudge, with Teftimonials granted by him, to the 
Nuncio then refiding at Turin: Whereupon the 
faid Bithop, after he had during 3 Years us'd fre- 
quent and moft urgent Sollicitations, tho’ to no 
purpofe, to be reftor’d to the Enjoyment of his E- 
pifcopal Income, at length thought himfelf by Du- 
ty bound, in Obedience to the Injunctions of the 
forefaid Congregation of Oardinals, to declare fome 
Lay Officers to be involv’d inthe Cenfures of the 
Church: But the Senate of Nice flew our into 
that Audacioufnefs, that withour a Bluth they lifted 
their facrilegious Hands, not to fet up and fupport 
the Ark of the Lord, which even we learn in holy 
Writ was punith’d with fevere and dreadful Venge- 
ance, but to throw it down and trample it under 
Foot ; and with a Daring hitherto perhaps unheard 
of, attempted to elude the Effect of the moft holy 
Inftitutions and Precepts of the Church : For whereas 
theChurch does no lefs providently than ufefully com- 
mand, that the excommunicated as interdicted from 
Fire and Water,and as rotten Members cut off by the 
Sword of Canonical Severity leaft they might infe& 
the whole Body,fhould be fhun’d by all the Faithful 
in Chrift, the faid Senate by a printéd publick Edi& 
charg’d all thofe who were fubje& to the Lay Jurif- 
di&tion, on Pain of Death to deal and converfe with 
them ; and whereas likewife the Precept of the 
Church. injoyns, that thofe who lye under its Cen- 
fures fhould be driven from the Communion of the 
Faithful and from participating in things holy, and 
appoints a peculiar Punifhment for thofe who ad- 
mit them ro fpiritual Fellowfhip, the forefaid Senate, 
who were rather in Duty bound to obey than vefted 
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with any Auchoricy to commiand in this Matter, did 
by a folemn Edict order and admonih all Ecclefia- 
fticks to admit thofe excommunicated Perfons to 
divine Worfhip, and to lec them partake of the holy 
Sacraments, threacning heavy Punifhments in Cafe 
of Refufal. Now cho’ the laft Parc or Claufe of 
this Edi@, relating immediately, as is {pecified, to 
the Clergy, was by the fpecial Command of the a- 
bove-mention’d Duke Victor Amadeus revok’d, yet 
feeing in all other Parts it was exprefly authoris'd 
and confirm'd, rather a new Wrong was done to the 
Ghurch by that infufficient and imperfe& Revoca- 
tion, than the former repair'd. 

All thefe things pafs'd in the Time of our faid 
Predeceffar Innocent ; and we who while we bore 
the Dignity of thc Cardinalthip were many times 


prefent in the Congregations that had thefe Affairs 


under Deliberation, became throughly inform’d of 
them ; which with other eafily forefeen Calamities 
of thefe Times, prefenting themfelves to the Eyes 
of our Mind, had thac Effect upon us, that when no 
lefs unwilling than unworthy we were call’d to the 
Summit of the fupreme Apoftlethip, we did with 
the greatett Barneftnefs decline taking upon us that 
moft weighty Burthen : But being at laft oblig’d to 
{ubmit to the Power of the divine Voice, we judg’d 
it the firft Bufinef; of our Paftoral Care, to leave no 
Stone unturn’d, that the Violators of the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Liberty might be brought toa Sence of their 
Dury, and betbinking themfelves of the Judgments 
with which the Divine Vengeance has us'd to 
purfue thofe who commit fuch Crimes, be mov’d 
tro make due Satisfaéion to the Church : 
Bur while we were abour this, and employing all 
the Means of Apoftolic:! Long-fuffering and paternal 
Tenternefs, we ‘vere inform’d not without the 
greacelt Grief of our Mind, that tie forefsid Senate 
of Nice, accumulating Evil upon Evil, had by 
their Decree of the 19th of January 1701, admit- 
ted an Appeal offer’d on the Partof the Duke's Fif- 
cal Attorney-General, from the Decrees of the 
Court of the Legation of Avignon and of the Tri- 
bunal of the Nunciature of Turin, which revok’d 
and cafs’d the irregular and totally incompetent 
Sentence given by the Archiepifcopal Court of Am- 
brun the 7th of May 1700, in the Caufe above- 
related of the foremention’d Albanelli: In which 
Decree, printed and made publick, the faid Senate 
had the Temerity to pronounce the Declarations, as 
well of the Legation as of the Nunciature aforefaid, 
ro be null and contrary to Right, and as fuch with- 
out Shame to condemn them,
